But the case would be far different 
if the city and county of Los Angeles 
were incorporated into one govern- 
ment. The would-be grabbers would 
then be confronted by a power quite 
able and ready to take care of itself. 
They might wring unfair concessions 
from a little, weak city such as Wil- 
mington would be, by threats, cajolery 
or other “inducements;” but they 
could not thus deceive nor trick a 
Los Angeles county-city government, 
which would be powerful enough to 
compel respect and to maintain its 
rights.
